The following raw information is shared for public safety planning purposes only. With the exception of the incident in Minnesota, there are no apparent issues or threats at this time. Dave and | will continue to coordinate summaries if needed. 


New York City — 12:41PM (PST): The daily 1900 hours protests at Carl Schurz Park (19th Pct) and McCarren Park (94th Pct) will continue. The following events are planned: 


+ Event 1: 1700 hours, a Riders for Black Lives/Riders 4 Rights/Unite NY/MBR Cycling sponsored, "One Year Anniversary of George Floyd's Death: A Day of Action and Remembrance," which is slated to start at Cadman Plaza and will proceed with a ride to an unknown location; this event will almost certainly be joined 
by the Crisis Action Center Event (#2 below) which is taking place at the Holland Tunnel Entrance} 

‘+ Event 2: 0800 hours, a Crisis Action Center/East New York United Concerned Citizens Inc/BLM NYC sponsored, "One Year Later: George Floyd Remembrance Day of Action," which is slated to take place at the Holland Tunnel Entrance (Canal Street and West Street, 1st Pct). Strong possibility this link up between #1 
and #2 will see marches over the Manhattan, Brooklyn and Williamsburg Bridges. 

+ Event 3: 1800 hours, a Black Kings NYC/BLM Brooklyn/Justice for George sponsored, "Walk of Shea-Me: March to Demand the Termination of Commissioner Shea," which will start at Union Square Park and will proceed with a march to an unknown location. 

+ Event 4: 1700 hours, a Make the Road NY/Justice Committee/Communities United for Police Reform sponsored, "March for Justice: March to Defund the NYPD," which is slated to commence at the Barclays Center (620 Atlantic Ave, 78th Pct) and will proceed with a march to an unknown location; the last protest 
on Sunday, 8/9/20 saw 120 participants in attendance. 

æ Event 5: 1700 hours, a Freedom March NYC/Black Woman's March/Warriors in the Garden sponsored, "George Floyd Remembrance March & Vigil," which is slated to start at Foley Square and will proceed with a march to the Brooklyn Museum (78th Pct). 

+ Event 6: 1500 hours, a Mass Action New York sponsored, "Cell Blocks 4 Killer Cops: Protest at Police Headquarters,” which is slated to take place in front of One Police Plaza. 


Minnesota update (provided by NYPD Sentry) — 12:24PM (PST): Minnesota area Intel partners are reporting that shots were fired earlier today at 1020 CDT at George Floyd Square, Prior to what was supposed to be a moment of silence, 35 shots were fired. One person was reported injured who self-transparted to 
the hospital. Suspect has fled scene and there is no information on possible identity. A local bus also has stray rounds that hit the side of it. The shooting happened at 38th and Chicago which is also called George Floyd Square. Though this is not an autonomous zone as we have seen in other cities, there are barricades 
setup and law enforcement does not drive through that intersection. Shots being fired here is a normal occurrence, however today marks the one year anniversary of the death of George Floyd. Minnesota Intel partners are also reporting that there are numerous events scheduled throughout the day at this location. 


Boston — 11:33AM (PST): They have two events scheduled today/tonight in Boston. So far, low attendance is being advertised and they have not received any threat intel to indicate there will be issues. 
Salt Lake City — 11:30AM (PST): Salt Lake City only has one event that is a candlelight vigil at the murals (individuals shot by officers) from 6-8pm tonight organized by Salt Lake Equal Rights Movement. There is an unknown number of participates as of now. 


Albuquerque — 11:02AM (PST): Events scheduled for Albuquerque, New Mexico on today’s date: There is no negative intelligence at this time. No other groups threatening to oppose or interfere

Start time is 6:00 p.m., titled “(7) George Floyd Anniversary - Vigil for Victims of Police Violence | Facebook”, 26 are going and 91 are interested. The 
Facebook details state the following: “Direct ballot initiatives allow citizens to vote on legislation. This way, people - NOT politicians, decide on whether something becomes a law. Policy Changes are Crucial in Ohio. No Longer is it enough to Videotape and Circulate the Violence being waged against us. We must become

Portland — 10:24AM (PST): In Portland, they have two events today commemorating the death of George Floyd, one tomorrow commemorating a 2017 double murder on a transit train, and one Friday commemorating the one-year anniversary of Portland's first riot of 2020. 


Los Angeles County (Sheriff's Department) ~ 10:07AM (PST): In addition to LA City events, LA County Sheriffs are expecting the RevComs to hold a “press conference” at their South Los Angeles Station. What: Press Conference, When: Tuesday 5/25/21 @12:00 PDST, Where: LA County Sheriff's Station, 1310 W. Imperial 
Highway, Los Angeles, CA, Organizers: RevCom (Revolutionary Communists), Purpose: Revolution Club to Call for Getting Organized Now for a Real Revolution, Participants: Unknown, but likely low based on past events.

Chicago - 10:00AM (PST): They have 4 scheduled George Floyd related events in Chicago tonight. They currently are not seeing large numbers or any negative related intelligence at this time. There are 30 going and 133 interested. They are also seeing a lot of the Tik Tok meet ups for the opening of their beaches this 
Memorial Day Weekend, similar to the Hunnington Beach event. 


Washington D.C. - 9:38AM (PST): They are experiencing the same posture/climate in Washington, DC. They are tracking two demos planned for this afternoon. Unknown numbers and no indication of planned civil disobedience or criminal activity.

Pittsburgh - 9:37AM (PST): An event called “Justice for Jerome and Michelle” is scheduled for today at 1700 hours located at Westinghouse Park (Thomas Blvd & N. Lang), sponsored by “R.l.C.E.”. The number of participants is estimated to be between 20-70. This event is in remembrance of Jerome Smith and Michelle 
Rankin who were killed on 5/25/06 when they were struck by a vehicle driven by Devan Miles as he was fleeing from Pittsburgh Police. This event could cause some vehicle/pedestrian safety concerns due to hostility towards police officers, and the possibilities that they will walk on the roadways during times of heavy 
traffic. 


Los Angeles — 9:25PM (PST): In Los Angeles today, the overall internet chatter is very quiet and the theme appears to be peaceful remembrance of life events. There is limited information on attendance numbers but all of them seem to be generating only minimal interest. They are tracking the following three events: 1. 
BLM sponsored event at City Hall at 0900 Hours (called Stay in the Street in honor of George Floyd. 2. Van Nuys Area of Los Angeles: One Year Vigil at Sepulveda and Ventura Boulevard. Time frame is 1200-2200 Hours. 3. Hollywood Area: Sunset and Vine at 1800 Hours.
